Rimilar rocks in seas m«ita» frequently 
traversed have been found in very re¬ 
cent times, notably one near the Rk**r- 
ries. off the English coast, and in 1873 
n tiny island, sighted dfrectjy In the 
ronte of steamers approaching Queens¬ 
land. was not fonnd by th«* admiralty 
surveyor* till several years later.
